The Hospital League met Friday at 
2 o’clock p. m. at the court house and 
transacted much important business. 
The meeting was presided over by Mrs. 
W. 0. Hinton, vice president of the 
League. 

Articles of incorporation which had 
been previously prepared were read 
and discussed, section by section, and 
finally adopted ss a whole and will be 
forwarded to the Secretai*y of State at 
Frankfort. 

' It is proposed to capitalize the insti 
tution at $15,000, divided into .six hun- 
dred shares, two hundred of which are 
represented in cash now on hand, 
amounting to $2,000, and pledges from 
Hon. John T. Hinton for $1,000, and 
the Bourbon County Medical Society, 
which is pledged to contribute $3,000. 
This will leave the amount to be raised 
by popular subscription at $10,000 
divided into 400 $25 shares. 

The membership of the league is now 
practically 100 members, each of whom

Local Option Ailvocates Meet and 
Organize. 

A meeting of the advocates of local 
option was held Friday night in the 
offices of J. S. Wilson & Bro., and par- 
rial organization made for their fight 
against the saloons. There were twenty- 
o:ie present, including lawyers, doc- 
tors and ministers. 

The meeting organized by tha elec- 
tion of Wm. Myall as chairman and J.

Several attorneys w'ho are interested 
ir the cause of temperance were call- 
ed upon for an expression of opinion as 
to the probable outcome of the cases 
now pending before the Court of Ap- 
peals, the decision of which will have 
an important bearing upon the move- 
ment in Bourbon. 

Some voiced the opinion thAt it 
would be be^r to await that decision, 
which migWt sustain the contention 
that Paris being a fourth class city, 
the county could not as a unit vote 
uoon the question, thus confining the 
to the city itself. 

A majority, however, thought the 
time opportune to test the question by 
a vote of the people whether it was on 
3 vote of the county as a unit or con- 
fined to the city proper.' 

In accordance therewith an executive 
committee was appointed consisting of 
Wm. Myall, chairman ; and Messrs. W. 
O. Hinton, J. S. Wilson, C. Arnspar- 
ger and Robert C. Talbott to prepare 
the form of two petitions, one to be 
circulate for signatures aslif the vote 
was to be taken in the county as a 
unit, and the other confining the vote 
to the city of Paris. It is proposed to 
have the election called for a date • the 
result of which if favorable to the 
cause of the local option will prevent 
the renewal of all saloon licenses May 
1st, at which time they expire. It is 
expected that the necessary signatures 
to the petitions can Be secured within 
thirty days, and as the election not 
earlier than sixty days after the filing 
if the petition it will be seen that thf 
probably day upon which the vote will 
-“•e taken will be about April 20th. 



Georgetown Pike Caved In,

How rriiiee Louis Nupolcon was kill- 
ed by the Zulus June 1. 1870. is told 
graphically iu the book by Sir Evelyn 
Wood, who took part In that war. 'I'lie 
little party which the prince accompa- 
nied was surprised and attacked. Sir 
Evelyn writes: “The Zulus iu pursuit 
ran first after the two white soldiers 
who were on the fianks, three or four 
men, headed by Labauga, following 
the prince. His horse had jumped just 
as he was mounting, and his sword fell 
tuit of its scabbard. He was very ac- 
tive and v.as vaulting on bis horse iu 
nioiiun when tlie wallet on the front 
of the saddle broke away, and he fell 
to the ground, being at this time only 
sixty yards behind the (British) fugi- 
tives. There were seven men who ac- 
tually fought the prince. When Lan- 
galebele, pui'suing the fugitives, first 
saw I.abauga, he avus running away 
from the prince, who was rushing at 
him. Labanga, crouching in the grass, 
threw ail assagai at him. The tii*st as- 
sagai stuck in the prince’s thigh, and, 
withdriiAving it from the wound, he 
kept his foes at bay for some iniuutes. 
In tbe native's words: ‘He fought like 
a lion. He liretl two sliots, but with- 
out effect, and I threw an assagai at 
him, which struck him, ns I said at the 
time, but 1 always allowed T..iibanga’s 
claim to have killed him, for his assa- 
gai hit the prince iu the left shoulder, 
a mortal wound.’ ”

Ten years ago that city decided that 
the elevation of the steam railway | 
tracks was the only means of protect- 
ing her citizens from the deadly grade 
crossings, where an average of 500 per- 
sons were killed each year. The rail- 
road companies are footing the bill. 

Last year 50,000 men were employed 
in the work of elevating the tracks. It 
cost the railroads $5,800,000. Chicago 
is the only city in the country compell- 
ing the steam railways to elevate their 
tracks and pay the bill for the job. j 
Over 800 miles of these tracks have 
now been raised, and many miles more 
remain to be elevated.
